Johnson Drove Car Which 
Caused Death of Mrs. 
Harold Rising in Collision

A Coroner’s jury at St. Charles 
yesterday returned a _ verdict of 
carelessness and reckless driving 
against James Lee Johnson, son 
of Mrs. Oscar Johnson, 38 Portland 
place, and Fielding T. Childress, 
son of L. Wade Childress, head of 
the Columbia Terminals, whose au- 
tomobile crashed into the car of 
Harold Rising of Kansas City on 
Highway 40 near O’Fallon Satur- 
day night, causing the death of 
Mrs. Rising. 3 

Witnesses testified Johnson was 
driving a Packard car west at a 
high rate of speea with Childress in 
the seat with him, and in passing 
another car going in the same di- 
rection, sideswiped Rising’s car 
coming from the west. The speed 
of Johnsons’ car was judg2d ky 
witnesses at 50 to 60 miles an hour 
and that of Rising at 35 miles an 
hour. 

Johnson and Childress, who were 
summoned by the Coroner as wit- 
nesses, did not take the stand on 
advice of counsel. They were rct 
arrested after the verdict nor held 
under bond.

Johnson and Childress were 
driving to Hannibal, Mo., for a 


visit; it was said today at Childress’ 
home, Clayton and McKnight 
roads. They returned to St. Louis 
after the accident.

Luke’s Hospital for treatment of 
minor injuries. Childress is 23 
years old; Johnson is about the 
same age. 

Rising was so severely injured 
that he could not attend the in- 
quest. He made an affidavit that 
he was going 35 miles an hour and 
turned to the right off the high- 
way but the speed of Johnson’s car 
was too great to avert the crash.

ALBANY, N. Y., 4.—Mrs. 
Florence E. S. Knapp, former Sec- 
retary of State of New York, con- 
victed of grand larceny, first de- 
gree, in connection with her ad- 
ministration, of State census fundé@s, 
today was sentenced to serve 30 
days in the Albany County adJil. 
The amount of money mix-pplied 
was $27,604. 

Mrs. Knapp heard Aer sentence 
without moving from her chair and 
with no sign of cmotion. 

Mrs. Knapp was taken direct 
from the courthouse to the jail 
while her attorneys argued for a 
certificate of reasonable doubt, 
which wouid automatically act as 
a stay of execution. 

The certificate of reasonable 
doubt, if obtained, would form the 
basis of an appeal, her attorneys 
said. They added that they were 
preparing the appeal at Mrs. 
Knapp’s request. 

Plea for Leniency Overruled. 

In declining to suspend sentence 
Supreme Court Justice Stephen 
Callahan overruled a plea by At- 
torney-General Ottinger askins for 
leniencey for Mrs. Knapp. Patrick 
C. Dugan of defense counsel made 
a similar plea after a _ -chuizal 
motion for dismissal had been de- 
nied. 

Sentencing Mrs. Knapp was 
postponed at the conclusion of her 
second trial last May when spe- 
cialists testified that she was on 
the verge of nervous collapse. «ter 
first trial ended in a disagree- 
ment. During the summer she 
has been under the care of  hiysi- 
cians at various times. 

Ottinger based his recommenda- 
tion for a suspended sentence on 
“the changes undergone by the de- 
fendant beginning with the crime 
charged in the indictments, be- 
cause of their present continuance, 
her physical and mental suffering,

FRENCH CRITICS 
RECALL TUNNEY'S) §

PARIS, Sept. 4.—Paris newspa- 
pers today expressed surprise at 
the lack of signs of a boxer about 
Gene Tunney.

Their 
language resembles a Greek dia- 
lect. They are particularly hardy 
and can live with comfort in_ordin- 
‘ary skin tents with the weather at 
45 below zero. 

Strong spent six weeks with the 
wandering with them in 
their tribal treks and living in their 
hunting lodges far in the interior.

111 KILLED, 34 HURT IN NEW 


RIOTING IN BRITISH INDIA 


Four Mohammedans Found Mur- 
dered in Houses at Khairpur; 
Situation Quieter. 
CALCUTTA, British India, Sept. 
4.—It has been established that 11 
were killed and 34 injured in the 
fighting Sunday at Khairpur. 
Three were injured, one of them 
fatally, when police fired on the 
gathering of Hindus and Moslems, 
while four Mohammedans, one of 
them an 18-year-old girl, were 
found murdered when some houses 

nearby were raided. 

Aside from some throwing of 
stones there were no disturbances 
yesterday. Three bodies, however, 
were found in the disturbed area, 
the persons apparently having been 
murdered overnight. Today the 
situation was quieter although 
elaborate precautions still were 
taken to prevent recurrence.

MEXICO’S FINANCIAL STATUS 
IMPROVED DURING LAST YEAR 


Secretary of Treasury Reporting to 
Congress, Urges Private Con- 
trol of Railways. 

By the Associated Presa. 

MEXICO CITY, Sept. 4.—Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Montes de 
Oca, in his annual report submit- 
ted to Congress today, declared 
‘‘Mexico is firmly resolved to com- 
ply loyally with her foreign debt 
obligations and to pay her cred- 
itors.”” 

He reported that the financial 
condition of the Government had 
improved considerably during the 
last year, reflecting a more favor- 
able economic status of the repub- 
ic generally. He claimed progress 
in the study or adjustment of the 
problems of financial rehabilita- 
tion of the country, balancing the 
budget, foreign indebtedness, the 
internal debt and reorganization of 
the national railway. 

“The Ministry of Finance believes 
that rehabilitation of the national 
railways is incapable of realiza- 
tion if the railways are not admin- 
istered as a private enterprise,” he 
said. “The Government considera 
it indispensable that the constitu- 
ent deed and statutes of the rail- 
ways be revised in such form that 
the standard of railway progress in 
other countries may be obtained,

NEW YORK, Sept. 4.—Alfred 
P. Sloan Jr, president of Gen- 
eral Motors Corporation, is out for 
Hierbert Hoover for President. 

A statement indorsing Hoover's 
candidacy was jssued by Sloan 
yesterday, six weeks after John J. 
Raskob resigned as chairman of 
the finance committee of the cor- 


poration when he became chair- 
man of the Democratic National 
Committee, and nearly four weeks 
after a leave of absence as chair- 
man of the board of directors was 
granted to Pierre 8. du Pont, who 
later publicly announced his sup- 
port of Gov. Smith. 

In his statement Sloan said he 
had always been for Hoover, and 
made a public indorsement now 
because many of his friends had 
been questioning him as to his po- 
sition. He did not say whether 
he would take an active part in 
the campaign or what his inten- 
tions were in regard to his official 
connection with the company, 

In correspondence with Raskob, 
when the latter was considering his 
resignation, Sloan said that Gen- 
eral Motors had no place in poli- 
tics and that any political state- 
ment its officer ight make would 
come from th merely as indi- 
viduals. In his statement yester- 
day he said he was speaking only 
as an individual. 


Why He Indorses Hoover. 

His indorsement for Hoover was 
made, he said, because he believed 
the Republican nominee was the 
man best fitted to carry on the 
Coolidge policies under whose ad- 
ministration this country had had 
its greatest prosperity. 

Long an advocate of prohibition, 
Sloan added: 

“Having been intimately con- 
nected with industrial problems for 
many years I am thoroughly con- 
vinced that prohobition has in- 
creased our national efficiency, has 
added to the purchasing power of 
the people and given us an ad- 
vantage in our competition for 
foreign trade. : 

“Atothe same time I recognize 
that conditions respecting the ob- 
servance of the law are far from 
satisfactory and time may prove 
the necessity for some adjust- 
ments. If so, I am for having 
those adjustments brought about 
by an executive in sympathy with 
the economic benefits that the 
closest possible adherence to the 
prohibition idea is sure to bring 
about. 

“It seems to me, therefore, that 
we should ask ourselves whether 
this or any other problem is likely 
to be any more constructively 
handled under a change in admin- 
istration. I see nothing to justify 
any change. Therefore I am for 
Mr. Hoover and always have been.”

When Raskob’s resignation as 
finance chairman and a member 
of the executive committee was ac- 
cepted the presumption was that 
he would return after the Novem- 
ber elections.

If another Creasy were to give us the history of the

SOMEWHERE IN CALIFORNIA.

EAVING San. Diego at sunup 
ey headed in the general di- 
rection of Los Angeles, and this 
evening we are sOmewhere or oth- 
er that has a hotel called the Biue 
Front.

NEW YORK, Sept. # — The 
folding and wrapping of light into 
one very small package makes 
feasible the new Pierce Sextant 
camera, the instrument which 
takes a photograph and records 
accurately the location on the 
earth’s surface of the place where 
it is snapped. 

The light-folding 
eentration of the intricate process 

. into a box sufficiently small to be 
earried in one hand. It locates 
position with one motion, whereas 
navigators for centuries have re- 
quired several instruments, ob- 
servations and much time to ac- 
complish the same thing. It will 
enable a flyer to blaze an accurate- 
ly and permanently recorded trail 
in the air, even when no ground 
markings are in sight. One will be 

used by Cemmander Richard Byrd 
on his Antarctic expedition. 

The camera takes pictures of 
the sun. No other exterior ob- 
jects are photographed, but in- 
side the camera are instruments 
which complete the record. This 
picture is a small snap-shot less 
than the size of the hand.

The light bending begins with 
taking the sun’s picture. The 


camera’s lens is not pointed direct- 
ly at the sun, because the entire 
box must be held in a horizontal 
position to permit the interior in- 
struments to register. A prism of 
glass, projecting outside the cam- 
era, catches the sunlight and bends 
it until the beam is passed horizon- 
tally across the interior of the top 
of the camera box. Next, this sun- 
light is bent at a right angle by 
a second prism, which directs it 
to the bottom of the box to register 
on the photographic film. 

Within the camera box four sinall 
electric bulbs light the interior re- 
cording instruments. One of these 
lights casts a beam through a pen- 
dulum*’ moving in a slot, and deter- 
mines the position ef an artificia! 
horizon, which appears in the fin-

across the face of the photo. 
beam is bent twice by prisms. pass- 
ing about three sides of the box 
before it registers on the film. 
Beams which carry respectively 
the image of a watch face, a 
bubble, and a scale marked in de- 
grees of angle. all are bent through 
various angles until they can be 
brought into focus on the film. It 
is much as if five strings were 
passed from various objects in the 
box, turning and bending so as 
never to cross each other’s paths 
but finally all ending at the sa:ne 
point without interference.

mooted. however, early in 1313.

Crops had been sown and 
aitie installed in the pasture 
lands. but the Prince had, owing 
te subsequent activities, been com- 
pelied to devote his time to other 
interests than farming. He men- 
tioned. while in Paris before the 

war, that nothing would please him 
better—if he had to have a lands- 
man life—than to settle down as 
@ gentieman farmer! Since he has 
been able, to some extent, to real- 
ize this ambition in his ranch in 
ce=2 A. : 

The Prince celebrated his twen- 
ty-first birthday at the front and 
asked that all congratulations. 
public or otherwise, should be 
postponed until the conclusion of 
the war. 

For the same reason, the Prince 
decided not to make any appoint- 
ments to his household.. 

The King of Italy conferred upon 
the Prince the Order of the An- 
nunziata, carrying with it the re- 
‘lationship of cousin to His Majesty 
of Italy. 

During the four years of the 
war, the Prince of Wales never 
stayed away from the various 
fronts for long. He paid several 
flying visits home, but he made 
good use of his time spent in En- 
giand. He visited the hospitals for 
the wounded, attended the meetings 
of public bodies and traveled from 
one end of the country to the other 
fulfilling public duties. Although 
he was so young he gained no lit- 
tle reputation for delivering forci- 
ble war speeches. 

In January, 1917, the Prince 
made one of his frequent rush vis- 
its to England to attend the meet- 
ing of the Prince of Wales Com- 
mittee for the care of Soldiers’ 
War Graves held at the War Of- 
fice. f 

A few weeks later the Prince 
brought over dispatches from Sir 
Johan Wrench to the Secretary of 

for War and then stole twe 
“ae fhree days’ well-earned leave 
im the peace of Windsor Castle 
wefore returning once more to the 
front. 

The ordinary rank of soldiers 
would neve quickly discerned in 
the Prince's activities among them 
any hint of condescension and 
would have quickly detected any 
attempt on his part to “mix” with 
them on any but a downright com- 
radely basis. When the Prince 
asked for a light for his cigarette 
or asked for a cigarette, it was not 
because he wished to be considered 
friendly, but he really needed a 
smoke or a light. 

The Prince took a great delight 
in inspecting troops during the 
war, whether they were soldiers, 
sailors, boy scouts or civil organ- 
izations. 

After his short leave in the au- 
tumn of 1917, the Prince of Wales 
returned to his duties with re- 
inferced vigor. “He is only a boy, 
but he has a tremendous lot of 

.“" wrote a soldier to his 
family, discussing his meeting with 
the Prince. 

Early in February, 1918, the 
Prince returned to Buckingham 
Palace from Sir H. Plumer’s head- 
quarters in Italy to take his seat 
in the House of Lords. 

The Prince now began an ex- 
haustive tour of industrial areas: 
South Wales was the starting point 
and he was received amidst great 
acclamations. His next visit was 
to the Cornwall estates of the 
Duchy. Here he spent a busy day 
inepecting the Wolfram mine at 
Kit Hill. He donned an overall 
and a miner's hat to which a Davy 
lamp was fastened and walked 
through an underground cutting

No one was really sur- 
prised, therefore, to read in the 
newspapers on Christmas eve, 
1918, that “the Prince of Wales is 
Staying in Brussels, incognito.”

SETTING THE TABLE 
ILL you please be so kind 
W as to tell me the important 
things that [ should keep in 
mind when I am setting my tabie? 
To my mind, one of the most de- 
lightful things about a home is a 
well-set table, and I am setting a 
high ideal for myself in making 
up my mind to have my table set 
correctly. 1 enjoy very much the 
table suggestions that you give 
from time to time, and I always 
follow them, Thank you.—F. R. 
Indeed 1 am very glad to help 
you in this delightful game of set- 
ting a table correctly. Let's take 
up the table items one by one. 

There are several important rules 
for setting a cover, and the basic 
idea of these rules applies to in- 
formal meals—“family” meals—as 
much as it does to formal meals—~— 
“company” meals. 

Knives, since they are used in 
the right hand, are placed at the 
right of the table, with the cutting 
edge toward the plate. 

Spoons, with the bowls up, are 
placed at the right of the knives. 

Forks are placed at the left of 
the plate, with the tines up. This 
is because the fork is held in the 
left hand -vhen the knife is in the 
right hand, If an oyster fork is 
necessary, it is placed on the right 
of the knives and spoons, and 
parallel to them—or on the plate 
on which the oysters are served. 

The silver should be placed in 
the correct sequence so that the 
person eating may use first the 
utensils farthest from the plate 
and “work toward the plate.”

at one cover. If. necessary addi- 
tional pieces are laid just before 
the course is served. 

Usually the silvery is laid for the 
courses through the salad course, 
and the dessert silver is either 
placed at the plate before the des- 
sert is served, or brought in on 
the dessert plate under the finger 
bowl. 

For every item of food in the 
menu the necessary piece of silver 
should either be placed at the 
cover or brought in before the 
service of the course 


Unnecessary silver should not be 
placed. That is, the careless table- 
setter should not place on the ta- 
ble a heterogeneous collection of 
silver utensils (teaspoons, forks of 
various sizes, and for good measure, 
two or three knives) with the mis- 
guided, but generous, idea that 
“the guest may help himself to the 
utensil that he wishes to use for 
the course.” 


The napkin is placed on the left 
of the forks. If it is folded in a 
square, the open corner is the low- 
er corner, nearest the plate. 

The water glass is placed above 
the tip of the dinner knife. If 
there is a glass for wine or a fruit 
cup. it is placed to the right of the 
water glass or in a line slanting 
down from the goblet to the right. 


If there are more than two glagges, 
they are grouped artistically. 

The bread and butter plate: ts 
placed above the tips of the forks, 
so that it wil? be on a line wi h the 
water glass, The butter spreader 
is placed on the bread and butter 
plate parallel to the edge of the 
table, the handle toward the right 
and the cutting edge down. 

‘The place card is best placed 
above the plate. 

The edge of the service plate, the 
tips of the handies of the silver 
utensils, and the lower edge of the 
napkin should be placed in exact 
alignment, one inch from the edge 
of the table. Some hostesses pre- 
fer that the sfiver ‘be placed tyro 
inches from the edge of the le, 
so that there is a minimum of @en- 
ger of its being brushed off the 
table. 

Salts and peppers are usually 
placed between two covers or indi- 
vidual sets may be placed, or, if 
there are only a few covers, sets 
may be placed at the ends of the 
table. 

Covers should be 
opposite each other. 

The chairs are placed so that the 
line of thé tablecloth is not broken.
